Dan Lacy is manager of the 
new firm, which presently ha3 
four ambulance—two of which 
j w»ere donated free of charge 
by the local funeral homes. 
The firm also has purchased 
! two ambulances, one from 
! each of the funeral hemes. 

Full-time ambulance drivers 
] are Estin Nickell, former 
driver for Herald and Stc- 
j wart Funeral Home, and 
[ Woodrow J. Dulen, former 
driver for Potter Funeral 
Home. 

Lacy said all ambulance 
calls—with the exception of 
highway accidents and emer¬ 
gencies—will be on a cash- 
1 in-advance basis.

The U. S. Corps of Engineers and TVA have 
flooded more acres in Kentucky than in nearly 
any other state. Right now the total land im¬ 
pounded behind 13 dams in Kentucky totals 
183.965 acres And dams now abuilding will 
add 15,450 more acres making a total of 199,- 
415 acres flooded in the state. 

The new Cave Run dam on Licking will 
flood 8.270 acres; the Laurel River Reservoir 
will flood 6,060 acres, and the Carr Fork Re¬ 
servoir will flood 1.120 acres.

Hard Liquor T.V. Ads To Replace 
Cigarette Ads? 


(THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR) 

Are the three networks interested in Four 
Roses? 

There is some quiet speculation in the broad¬ 
casting business that the three major TV net¬ 
works may be considering a liquid solution 
to their cigarette-revenue problem. 

By the end of this year the networks, bv 
congressional action, will no longer be able to 
run the cigarette commercials which account 
for more than $200 million a year in advertis¬ 
ing revenues. The ruling comes at a time when 
the networks, like other businesses, are feel¬ 
ing the pinch of a recession. 

The National Association of Broadcaster;' 
television code, which govenrs standards and 
practices in the industry, specifies that “the 
advertising of hard liquor," although beer and 
wine ads are permitted 

A code official says no changes in that stand¬ 


ard have as yet been requested by advertisers. 
But at least one liquor company reportedly 
has commissioned a study of the possibility of 
network advertising. (The company denies the 
existence of the survey.) And Advertising Age 
notes that some firms already are preparing 
story boards for trial commercials. 

Nearly three years ago when this newspaper 
began a series on the then possible ban in 
network cigarette ads. the president of the 
TV Bureau of Advertising gave his opinion: 
“We’ve tried to get hard liquor on — it'll come 
in time. People realize that drinking and 
smoking are in good taste.’’ 

Though ads for hard liquor are not permit¬ 
ted now on TV', there is no editorial bar to 
the treatment of this subject. CBS News indicat¬ 
ed this when it ran a minidocumentary on dis¬ 
tilling and drinking techniques, complete with 
brand names and labels, during a 1969 segment 
of "Sixty Minutes.” 


Commission Finds Two-Year Colleges 
Needed In All Parts of Nation 


This paper fought hard and long for two- 
year junior colleges for Kentucky—and at a 
time when nearly all presidents of state col¬ 
leges and the Council of Public Higher Educa¬ 
tion frowned in the proposal. But three were 
authorized, and since then the program has 
grown to 15 in Kentucky. 

So it is comforting to read the report of the 
Carnegie Commission on Higher Education 
that recommended that enough junior two- 
year colleges be established in the nation to 
place one in commuting distance of ail 
Americans bv 1980. 

The commission said, after long study, that 
the community college “has proved its great 
worth to American society because of its 
open admission policies, its wide geographic 
distribution, its low tuition rates and its 
offering of more varied programs for a 
greater variety of students than any other 
phase of public higher education." 

The two-year colleges now enroll about 
one-third of the nation’s eight million college 
students, and are the most rapidly-growing 
segment of higher education, said the re¬ 
port. “We would expect the enrollment to 
double by 1930 and we expect the commun¬ 
ity college to become the major segment of 
public higher education. The two-year col¬ 


leges widely distributed, are the major in¬ 
struments through which the goal of equal 
educational opportunity for higher education 
might he achieved.” 

Moreover, the report favored the “compre¬ 
hensive" community college, that is, one that 
offers a two-year general education degree, 
and which also trains students for a wide 
variety of professions and occupations, and 
enables those who wish to transfer to four- 
year colleges or universities to do so, thus 
serving adults as well as youths and trains 
both academically and vocationally, also pro¬ 
viding the community with a cultural and 
intellectual focal point.” 

All of which we argued years ago al. 
Frankfort, and editorially. But one phase is 
lacking. We have long proposed that free 
bus transportation be provided in rural areas 
to obviate the high costs of dormitory fees 
to students who cannot commute in private 
ears. 

Such a system of community colleges with 
free bus transportation would provide equal 
educational opportunities to all, rich or poor, 
in urban or rural areas. And the system 
would cost much less than the fine dormi¬ 
tories built with high interest bond issues 
which are charged to the students in fees.

The Forest Service, U. S. ( De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Tibs 
awarded two contracts for re¬ 
creational development at the 
Cave Run Reservoir area near 
Morehead.

Mountains of Wealth, Hollows of Poverty 


Black Gold Going 
Out Is Bigger Than 
Welfare Coming, In 

From Kentucky Christian 


Once upon a time there was 
. r. doctor who treated smallpox 
l>.v trying to remove the spots, 
lie tried alchol, soap, lemon 
juice — anything that gets 
things clean. 

Needless to say, the spots 
didn’t come off, the smallpox 
wasn’t cured and his patient 
died. 

How absurd. 

Everybody knows you can’t 
solve a serious problem by- 
treating its symptons. 

Yet look at Appalachia. 

There’s degrading, killing pov¬ 
erty there. Liberal administra¬ 


tions since the 1930s have rnov 


He wanted to know why pov¬ 
erty could exist side by side 
with these tremendous riches 
So. he wrote a proposal to create 
the Appalachian Research Pro¬ 
ject. It was funded by the Epis¬ 
copal Church. 

What “B” Lloyd learned was 
a shock to him — it staggered 
his imagination. There was more 
money coming out of Appalachia 
than he had ever dreamed of. 

And it was all going into the 
coffers of a tightly-linked chain 
of railroad men, coal men, oil 
men, bankers, utility men — 
all running giant corporations 
with boards that were more in¬ 
terlocking than the family trees 
in the ridges and the hollows. 

Time and again he found tbe 
names of the same men linked 
to “competitive” coal companies, 
railroads and banks. And none 


of these barons lived in Appal 
achia. 

He didn't find the names of 
any local wealthy people until 
he got into local companies, 
spin-offs of the big corporations. 
And where he found these spin¬ 
offs to be most profitable, he 
found links with local politi¬ 
cians. 

A bank in a town of less than 
three thousand people, with as¬ 
sets more befitting a large sub¬ 
urban bank, has a powerful state 
senator and a circuit judge on 
ils board. 

What he learned led him to 
agree with the conclusions of 
mountain writer and lawyer 
Harry Caudill. 

Caudill calls Appalachia “the 
last unchallenged stronghold ox 
Western colonialism.” 

The findings of men like 


Lloyd and Caudill become more 
depressing than the picture of 
Appalachia painted by the nat¬ 
ional media, when they are con¬ 
trasted to the nation's approach 
to the mountains' problems. 

Rather than looking for ways 
to keeping some of appalachia’s 
wealth behind for the people 
who live there and who provide 
the labor that pi*oduces it, the 
politicians anl poverty fighters 
are still playing around with, 
the less touchy symptoms. 

Meanwhile, the cause of the 
problem goes unmolested. 

How absurd!

These are the people 
vho appear in the heartbreak- 
ng photographs that every now 
lind again are featured in nation- 1 
bl magazines or in television do 
tumentaries. 

| Magazine articles on Appala 
hia don’t take you into the j 
oard rooms of the giant rail- 
oad, coal, utility and labor or¬ 
ganizations that profit so richly 
rom the region’s black gold.

LEXINGTON, KY. — Al- 
though mushrooms were first 
cultivated only about 400 years 
ago, peoples of the world have 
relished them as a food more 
than 20 centuries. 


Animals can often know things 
well ahead of a man; they can 
sense danger w'hen a man can¬ 
not. One day a man took his 
faithful dog down to the river 
with him, to take a swim. As 
he stood on the river bank un¬ 
dressing, the dog began to bark 
and whine; he even grabbed the 
man’s clothes in his teeth and 
tried to keep him from remov¬ 
ing them. He spoke sharply to 
the dog, thinking the animal had 
lost his seqses. Shoving the dog 
away roughly, he finished un¬ 
dressing and was preparing to 
make a headlong dive into the 
river. But the dog sprang in 
front of him ar.d began to bark. 
furiously, as if warning him a- 
gainst some hidden danger. Tbe | 
man had seen the “log” lying’ 
near the river bank, submerg¬ 
ed, and he meant to dive far 
over it and land beyond it. The I 


In 300 B. C., the Greek his 
torian, Theophrastus, in his “His¬ 
tory of Plants,” wrote in effect 
that it was a wise man that 
knew' his mushrooms and that 
Greeks of “high order” feasted 
upon them “like mad.” 


Ancient Romans were also 
“mad” about mushrooms and 
considered them a food fit only 
for royalty. During the time of 
the Caesars, mushrooms became 
a symbol of luxury and were 
cooked in utensils called “bole- 
taria,” — utensils specially de¬ 
signed and never used for cook¬ 
ing “lesser foods.” 


Mrs. Donna Cann. UK Home 
Demonstration Agent, says she 
doesn’t know too much about the 
natural or gastronomic his 
lory of mushrooms, but is well 
aware of their food value and, 
as we will see, why Old Theop¬ 
hrastus stated it w'as a wise man 
that knew his mushrooms. 


But on the other hand, Mrs. 
Cann agrees wdth Theophrastus 
and the ancient Roa Romans: 
Mushrooms can be a delight— 
those that come in cans and 
those produced by growers in 
Kentucky and other parts of 
the United States. Rich in ribo¬ 
flavin, high in phosphorus, niac¬ 
in, calcium, iron, copper, and 
B vitamins, they are highly nut¬ 
ritious, and, indeed, a food “fit 
for royalty.” 


Some mushrooms, says Mrs 
Cann, are deadly and unless an 
indubitable or infallible expert 
in the field-of fungi, a person 
should never gather and eat 
them from the wild. To do other¬ 
wise is to invite disaster.

“Probably no other,” says Mrs. 
Cann, “can be served in so many 
ways. 

“They come cannel, frozen, 
and dried, and in whatever 
form, will complement almost 
any dish and provide gala fare 
to almost any family meal.” 

Whether picked from the 
wild (don’t do this unless you 
are an expert) or from a gro¬ 
cery store freezer, the trick to 
keeping mushrooms in prime 
condition, says Mrs. Mann, is 
holding them at about 32 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit with a rela¬ 
tive hunmidity of 95 to 90 per 
cent—but not over five days. If 
temperatures are higher, then 
storage time must be less. In 
all cases mushrooms picked 
from the field or woods or pur¬ 
chased on the fresh food mar¬ 
ket should be refrigerated. 

Mushroom oxidation, accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. Cann, can cause dis¬ 
coloration but usuall does not 
affect the flavor. Squeezing a 
few drops of lemon juice over 
mushrooms will stave off dis¬ 
coloration for a short time. 

Along with warning against 
inexpert gathering of mush¬ 
rooms from the cow pasture or 
vmodlands behind the home¬ 
stead, Mrs Cann warns against 


soaking them in water or peel 
ing off the skins. This, she savs, 
will destroy much of the exquis¬ 
ite taste and flavor. 

In food preparation, her ad¬ 
vice is to wash them quickly 
in a light stream of water from 
| the faucet or a nearby branch, 
j Don’t overcook either. Ten min¬ 
utes is enough and never never 
salt mushrooms before cooking. 
Do that when they are ladled 
; out on the plate. 

Botanists say the mushroom 
is a fungus. They are correct 
j ir. their statements. At the same 
time there are horticulturists 
| who call them a vegetable. But 
i by whatever name—fruit, vege¬ 
table, or fungus — mushrooms 
are both delicious and nutrit¬ 


ious. 

Commercially grown in dark¬ 
ness, they are truly, as Mrs. 
Cann calls them, “the caviar of 
vegetables.”
